London, April 12.— Discussing the 
Cretan question in the bouse to-day, Sir 
Cliarlea Dilke said lie believed tbe ma- 
jority of the nation supported tlie Lib- 
erals in the Eastern question. A block- 
ade of the PirieUB, he contended, though 
it might upset the King and kingdom of 
Greece, could not restore order in Crete. 
While the government's policy of grant- 
ing autonomy to Crete was honest, it 
was not clear whether the other powers 
were equally honest in this matter. Both 
the .Sultan of Turkey and the Kine of 
Greece had stated they were negotinting 
in regard to the future of Crete, uhen 
they were brought to the verge of war 
by the action of the powers. The 
speaker pointed out that the concert of 
the powers did not come into existence 
for the purpose of dealing with Crete, 
but to deal with the Armenian (]uc'8tion, 
with whicli the powers had been Iriiit- 
leesly stniggline with for two .veara past, 
when they were stirred out of ehiirgish 
action by the dispatch of Princi' Georce 
of Greece with tlie Greek torpedo flotilla 
to the islaiKl of Crete mid by the landing 
of Greek troopg there. lie concluded 
with commenting upon the imbecility 
aii(| helpleeenesa of the concert until tbe 
King of Greece forced their hand. 

The parliamentary secretary for the 
foreign ofiice, Mr. George X. Ourzon, re- 
jilied for the government. He said no 
;,ue could rightly complaiu at tlie lack of 
opportunity to discuss tbe conduct of the 
government. There had been manydia- 
cussions on tbe subject and on the 
Bpeeches of the Marquis of Salisbury, 
although it was true tliere had not been 
a vote of ceimure,the government having 
failed to persuade the Liberal leader, 
Sir William Uarcourt, to repent in the 
house the martial oration so inu(;li ad- 
mired at Norwich while in the debates 
on Cretan allaira in the house, the iiuUter 
liad only been raised twice, and in the 
French cbaiiiber of deputies only once. 

Continuinf,', Mr. Curzon said that in 
Austria, Italy and Germany tbe state- 
ments of their government policy had 
been reiterated so frccjiiently as to be- 
come tedioiiH. .^ir Cliarlea Diike com- 
plained that autonomy as proposed for 
Crete was not clearly defined, but Mr. 
Cur/.on pointed out that the iiroclama- 
tion stated that it implied freedom from 
all control of the Turkish government in 
tlie international alluirs of the island. 
He therefore could truthfully say there 
was no ground whatever for the sus- 
picion of Sir Charles Dilke that this 
autonomy which the government deaired 
to make simple and clear was regarded 
from ally other point of view by the 
other powers. Referring to IIk; iieuo- 
tiationa wliicli are said tn have taken 
place between U recce and Turkey direct 
for tbe settlemeiitdl t hi; Cretan i] uealion, 
Mr. Cnrzoii remarked tliat the negotia- 
tions might have occiiried on the subject 
between the .Sultan and Greetie, but Her 
Majesty's government knew nothing 
about tlieiii. 'J'oucbing -ijioii the (jiiea- 
tioii of the withdrawal of tbe (ireek 
troops from the island of Crete, Mr. 
Ciirzon aaeertcd that this would open 
door leading to an alniostimmediate and 
pacific aettlenienl of the <|uestion. 

Since the blockade, Mr. Curzon point- 
ed out, many thousands of helpleas and 
defenceless people have been protecte<l 
by the forces of the powers and their 
adiuirals have done inestimable work in 
the relief of the beleagured and the aav- 
ing of them, litit in tbe face of explicit 
waniinga the insurgents had jjersisted in 
their endeavors lo starve out iheTiirkisli 
garrisons at outlying posts and o'ltained 
command of tbe outi)Ost8 coininaiiding 
the towns occnjiied by the forces of the 
powers. 

In the lueanwhih' active diBcuesions 
were proceeding among the powers 
relative to the (luestiou of appointing a 
governor for the island of Crete, and in- 
stituting militia on basia of the auton- 
omist contribution promised. Mr. Cur- 
zon then turned to the tjuestion of the 
poseibility of war between Greece and 
Turkey. He insisted the government 
had strained every nerve to prevent an 
outbreak of hostilities, which he claim- 
ed the government could only regard as 
calamitous to Greece and as constituting 
a grave menace to the peace of fCurope. 
Mr. Cutzon assured the house that from 
information which the government had 
received, the Greek raid in Macedonia 
was entirely unauthori/.iid by tiie Greek 
government, and was not partici- 
pated in by the Gi-ecl; regular troo|)3. 
Mr. Curzon denied the concert of the 
powers had been helpless. During the 
past few months, he inaistcd, the con- 
cert had saved Kurope from a general 
war, had prevented greater bloodshed in 
Crete, and had localized the diaturb- 
ances on the Greco-Turkish frontier. He 
thought no one would deny that the 
policy of the government, peace in Eu- 
rope and the liberation of Crete, was a 



good one, but if the opposition had an 
alternative, let the house hear it. 

Mr. Curzon was frequently cheered 
I during the course of his speech. 

In reply Sir William Harcourt said 
that although the government declined 
bis challenge lie would not decline its 
challenge now made, although he was of 
the opinion the matter was of greater 
importance than to have been dlscuEBed 
on a definite issue. lie complained that 
hia motion was not siifficiently eensori- 
ou8,T)utif the motion had been arrived 
at it would have turned out the govern- 
ment. What more did Her Majeaty's 
government want? Why did not the 
government substitute for it a vote of 
confidence? The reaaon was, Sir Wil- 
liam Harcourt said, that the government 
would not face the tpiestion of the forces 
of the crown being employed against 
(ireece. Never before, ho asserted, had 
a goyernnient declined to meet such a 
motion (r shrunk from such an issue, 
and it was now the duty of the opposi- 
tion to record the views of the united 
Liberala.

.1. Goacheu, at the Farewell bant) net 
tendered on Saturday to Sir Alfred Mil- 
ner, the newly appointed high cominis- 
aioner of Great Britain in South 
Africa has produced a great 
sensation and the imminence of 
war between Great Britain and the 
Transvaal is the common talk in the 
street. Referring to the presence of 
British bluejackets andmurinoH in South 
Africa, Mr. Goscben aaid: "They 
are there to renresent Sir Alfred 
Milner, the British power in 
Africa. They are the guarantee 
to him and our colonies to the loyal men 
who support British rule that this coun- 
try is determined to maintain its su- 
premacy in these quarters, and it will 
back its high commissioner with the 
power of the British empire." 



BLOCKED IN. 

Snowslides Effectually Stop the Ore Ship- 
ments From Rossland. 

BossL.v.ND, April 18. — Shipmentn of ore 
from Kossland last week were only 8t],5 
tons, owing to the blockade on both rail- 
ways. The War Eagle shipped 400, 
Iron Mask GO, and the balancfr 
was from the Le Roi. All ore 
bins are full again at the latter 
mine, and it has been compelled to close 
down until it can get more care, all the 
cara now in the yards having been filled 
with ore. Tlie blockade on both the Red 
Mountain, and Nelson and Fort Slieppard 
railway is very bad. It is not expected 
to get the snowslides cleared away for 
some days. 

The Bishop of New Westminster dedi- 
cated the Episcopal church here yester- 
day. He will leave for Revelstoke to- 
morrow morning. 

The vein on the Crown Point has been 
tupped by a drift from a long cross-cat 
tunnel at a depth of lliO feet. This is 
considered an event of first importance 
in the camp, especially to the ,6outh 
belt.

TIIH " COQUrTL.^M " ESCAl'ES LUCKILY. 

The famous steamer Coquitlam, which 
on Saturday waa reported from both 
Vancouver and Nanairao " a total wreck 
at Grief Point," has once again fooled 
the prophets who appear to make her 
the object of their especial concern. She 
has absolutely declined to make insur- 
ance money for her owners, and now 
lies at her dock in \'ancouver, some- 
what injured and a candidate for dry- 
dock inspection and possible overhaul- 
ing. It was a fact that tlio Coiiuitlara 
left Vancouver, her home port, on 
Thursday last, on her firstTexada island 
trip. It was also a fact that she bumped 
on Grief Point while going out, and was 
lightening of a considerable portion of 
her lumber cargo before floating ofF. 
She did not appear to be damaged, but 
Iter skipper decided to take no chances, 
and accordingly returned to Vancouver 
for survey. Latest and most complete 
particulars of the accident are contained 
in a Colonist message from Vancouver, 
wliichsays: " It was on Friday morn- 
ing at 1 o'clock. The rudder struck and 
she swung round on a sunken roclc, she 
was filling and stuck fast. At high tide 
Saturday she floated and Captain Free- 
man found that he could roly on his 
pumjis to keep tlie water down and make 
for port. Part o; the dock load of lum- 
ber was throv.n overboard, and when 
the tide went down it waa seen that her 
keel was brolceii. When the Coquitlam 
got here she had five feet of water in her 
hold. The full extent of the damage 
cannot be obtained until she goes on the 
drydock." 

NOIiTIIKItN AltUIVALH. 

The steamers Danube and Barbara 
Boacowitz had little to report on their 
arrival Sunday from Northern British 
Columbia porta. Neitlier had seen or 
heard anything of the Clapiluno at Grief 
Point, and the only information in the 
line of shipwreck tlio Danube had to re 
port was received from the lonely 
occupant of a sloop in Kivers Inlet, wlio 
appeared by his actions and indistinct 
utterances to refer* to one. The Bos- 
cowitz, which arrived on Sunday even- 
ing, landed the majority of her pas- 
sengers at Nanaimo, these being prin- 
ci]):illy cannery employes. She brings 
news of the deatli and burial on Thurs- 
day last, of I-' red. lingers, a clerk in the 
employ of the Wanuock Cannery Co., 
and also of the very sudden demise of 
AVatcbinan McKay of the Mill Bay Can- 
nery. She reports that no tidings of 
Mr.' Clill'ord had been received on the 
coast since he started inland on liis 240- 
mile tramp on snowshoea. On lier 
Northern trip the Boscowitz bad as 
j)aBaengera irojii Vancouver J. F. Cotton 
and party, who are bound for the Oineii- 
ica. The Danube's passeneera down 
were J. A. Mahood, B. C. "Mess, W. 
Emerson, A. H. Pollard, Miss Davis, 
Miss Weat, J. K. Campbell and Geo. 
Kobinsou. 

DKAl) OK TlIK I'LAIW K. 

When the quarantine ofUcers boarded 
the four-maated bark Alice K. Leigh, 
wtiich arrived in the Royal Koads from 
Shanghai on Saturday night, they found 
three of her sailors stricken with small- 
])ox, and learned that two others had 
died on tlie voyage here. The trip lasted 
44 days, and it was after the vessel sailed 
that the disease broke out aboard. Tlie 
aailorfi now receiving attention are said 
t(j ba convalescent but still fi-.r from out 
of danger. It waa not until Sunday 
morning that the veaael was inspected, 
as the tug Tacoina, which towed her in 
from beyond the Cape, was away to the 
Sound. By this time it was too late to 
bring her under the quarantine regula- 
tions. These, it is said, make the tug 
liable as well ns the bark, but this did 
not prevent the steamer coming in to 
the outer wliarf. I he Leigh is still at 
anchorage in tlie Roads, but it is o.x- 
pected she will be towed into quarantine 
to-day, as the Ottawa authorities have 
been made acciuainted with the oiroum- 
stances under which she arrived, and 
will be heard from probably some time 
before the month is out.

edonia, now leaving on her first trip of 
the season for the upper Skeena.

News of the Thriving Settlement— ReRret foi 
the Pastor's Deatli. 

Bi;i.:.A Cdoi.a, March 30.— The items 
of news in New Norway for the past 
month may be recorded thus: The 
weather has been mild and acreeable, 
and the general verdict of men who are 
past the meridian of life is that this 
winter has been the most pleasant tliey 
have experienced either in America or 
Europe. 

The majority of the ranchers here are 
busy preparing for the spring's work on 
their I'arins, while some of the young 
men have gone to River's Inlet to -work 
at the canneries. 

The Young People's Society still con 
tinnes to interest the membera at its 
weekly meetings. On the 27th of Febru- 
ary the society held a " basket social,'' 
which brought in over sixty dollars to 
pay for a new organ. The amount real- 
ized must be considered good in 
this truly rural section of country. 
On March 13 at the regular election of 
otlicers for the society Mr. Ramstad was 
elected president of that little republic 
of learning and sociability. 

Mr. H. B. Ohristensen, store keeper, 
who went to Victoria on a business trip, 
is expected home by the next steamer. 

The funeral of the Rev, C. Saugstad 
who died on the ISth instant, took place 
from his homo on Monday, Jlnrch 
The Kov. T. Xeville, Methodist mission- 
ary, delivered an impressive aildreea 
pointing out the many manly virr.nes of 
the departed president, while Mr. K. 
Noraschow read the burial service. The 
funeral was large and repreeented sym- 
pathizers from every family in tlie 
valley. The late pastor of the Lutheran 
congregation was born in Norway in 
IHoS, and went to the United States in 
1.S54. After living an active and 
useful life for forty years in 
the neighboring republic, in the 
fall of 1804 he was the leader of a 
band of Norsemen who came to colonize 
this valley which was then like " Evan- 
geline's Acadia " by Longfellow, covered 
with the "forest primeval." Itwaa large- 
ly owing to his [lerseverance and per- 
sistent energy that the wilderness lias 
been partially changed into a farming 
settlement. Tlio memory of the de- 
ceased pAstor will long remain green in 
the miud.'^ of the colonists aa that of a 
man who waa exemplary in the social 
and business routine of life. Me had 
been married twice and left a large 
fatnily of children to mourn his nnex 
pecteil death. 

The Rev. T. Xeville leaves Bella Coola 
in April for liivers Inlet, where lie will 
devote himself to missionary work dur- 
ing the fishing season among the In- 
dians.

The whole sum should 
be spent at once, so that as soon as may 
be, there may be a good library 
with an up to date catalogue, and 
why defer to the future halt the bene- 
fits to be derived fr^ni the use of the 
money voted? After tiiia the $500 or so 
granted by the city every year for main- 
tenance wouhl be flulHcientto keep the 
library in a proper state of e/licieiicy for 
some lime to come. A sam of money 
was volwl by the last library committee 
for a catalogue, but the luoney is prac- 
tically thrown away, and would have 
been much better spent in hooks. .So 
again u-ould a new catalogue he ueelesa 
if the spending of a moiety of the money 
should be deferred till next year. Those 
who have knowledge of these matters 
well know that $2,600 is not a very great

TEE SVESIJDi- BILL. 

The New8-Ad\'ertieer wants the rail 
way bill withdrawn for the present and 
action deferred until a later day. This 
suggestion is not one that will commend 

ileelf to the judgment of the majority of 
the people of British Colimibia. There 
is urgent necesaity for the construction 
of a line from Penticton to J5oundary 
Creek as quiclily as it can be done. Be- 
yond all doubt there will be great de- 
velopment in the Kettle River country 
this summer, and we want the trade 
brought to the Coast. If there is delay 
American roads will build to the boun- 
dary from tlie south and business will 
got set in the wrong direc- 
tion. It would be a great error to 
permit this to be done if it can 
be avoided. In providing a subsidy so 
as to secure the construction of this line 
within two years and probably within 
eighteen months the government baa 
done a very practical and buainess-lilie 
thing. It may be that the government 
■will see its way clear to extend the ap- 
plication of the Subsidy bill so aa to in- 
clude the section between Hope and 
Penticton, aa has been asked by many 
people. Siich a recognition of tho 
through line from the Coast to Koote- 
nay would meet. all objections. The only 
open question about it seems to be whe- 
ther this section should be included in 
the amounts specifically appropriated by 
the present bill or should abide the re- 
sult of a survey. It can make very little 
difference in the end how it is done. Aa 
for the subsidy for tho line from Bute 
Inlet to (iuesnelle, we are nnablo to see 
why this ought to beany longer delayed. 
If it will enable tlie company to get to 
work this year, it will lead just so much 
the sooner to the rapid development of 
Cariboo than will be the case if tho aid 
is postponed until some IndeflniLe date 
in the future. 'J'he same remark liolda 
true of the snljsid y for the line to Chil- 
liwack. Our contemporary counsels de- 
lay and a more statesmanlike policy, 
but this ia very indefinite and really 
means nothiii" at all. 



as is contained in the memorial. Hence 
it follows that the Colonist's statement 
was literally correct, and our contempor- 
ary has given an exhibition of discourt- 
esy without ■either justiflcation or ex- 
cuse. 

We are not, howeveir, disposed to be 
unreasonable with the World, for its 
manager, and we are sorry to have to 
make the personal reference to him, put 

himself in such an anomaloua position 
by his letter to the Colonist that we are 
not surprised at his losing his temper 
when he realized what he had done. 
The Colonist said that the manager was 
engaged in promoting a railway from 
the Coast to Kootenay. At that very 
moment ho was preparing to come to 
Victoria for the purpose of promoting 
Buch a road, and did in point of fact 
come for that purpose. There is nothing 
wrong, but on the contrary everything 
most commendable in the promotion of 
a road from the Coast to Kootenay. The 
Colonist ia endeavoring to do that it- 
self ; but the World's manager was doing 
it not only through his paper, but by 
personal elVorts outside of the paper. 
We are unable to see anything wrong in 
his doing so. He is on the contrary to 
be commended for aeing whatever in- 
flnence he possesses for that purpose. 
Btit evidently he is not quite so clear on 
that point as we are, for lie wrote us a 
letter saying that he is not interested in 
the Vancouver, Victoria & Kastern Rail- 
way and Navigation Company, and sent 
a certificate of the secretary of the com- 
pany to the same effect, and also saying 
that he was not paid for his advocacy of 
tlio company's interests. Thinking that 
he knew his own affairs beat, we jirinted 
tlie letter and the certilicate, merely re- 
marking that he wag denying something 
that had never been alleged, and that 
he really went toa great deal of unnmses- 
sary trouble in getting the secretary's 
certificate. When tho letter and this 
comment appeared in cold type our 
friend did not like the look of it and got 
hot in the collar. We don't blame him. 
Tliat ia precisely how we should have 
felt if we had made such an absurd 
blunder. But there is a funnier thing 
behind it all. The World tells us that 
" tho promoters of the Vancouver, Vic- 
toria and Eastern raihvay in the me- 
morial referred to" did so and ao, 
referring to tlie aforesaid memorial. 
Now one of the signatories to the 
iiieniorial is J. O. McLagan. Comment 
is aupiirfluous. 



THE "WORLD" GONE IVRONO. 

The attitude which the Vancouver 
World has seen fit to take towartis ti e 
Colonist in connection with the Conet- 
K"otpnay road is,, to say the least of it, 
very reniarkiible. The facts of the case 
are few and simple. 

A memorial .was presented to tlie gov- 
ernment on Friday signed by three gen- 
tlemen claiming to represent the city of 
Vancouver, three gentlemen claiming to 
represent the city (if New Westniinator, 
a representative nf the Vancouver Hoard 
of Trade, a representative of the Xew 
Westminster Board of Trade and a Vic- 
toria alderman. Commenting on this 
we. said that there was no organization 
behind it, and drew attention to the fact 
that the representatives of tho Vancou- 
ver, Victoria lOastern railway com- 
pany had not signed the memorial. Thia 
memorial sought to make a very dider- 
ent arrangement than that provided for 
in the act to incorporate the above 
named company. The World says the 
reason the representatives of tho com- 
pany did not sign the memorial waa that 
they had no authority to do ao. This 
completely aupporta what tlu; Coi.o.visT 
said, yet our Vancouver contemporary 
calls our remark " atapid and mislead- 
ing." Now either the company \vas be- 
hind the memorial or it waa not. If it was 
not, then there waa no organization be- 
hind it. But the company's representa- 
tives had, according to the World, no 
authority to advance such a proposition 



TJIE ARBITRATION TREATY. 

The Springfield Republican says: 
The acceptance of tho Hoar amend- 
ment to tho arbitration treaty now ren- 
ders it certain that the treaty, if linally 
ratified by both nations, will have 
scarcely more ell'ect than an interna- 
tional agreement to praise God from 
whom all blessinga liow. ft will affect 
diplomacy about as much as a psalm of 
David or one of Sankey's hymns. 

This is very wittily said, but like 
many sayings which catch the ear there 
is not so much truth in it as appears at 
first sight. Senator Hoar excludes from 
the operation of the treaty anything 
" which either nation may think ad'ects 
its honor or its domestic or foreign rela- 
tions." In one sense of the words this 
excludes everything; but in another 
tienae it ezcludea nothing. l'>ery 
question between nations may affect 
their honor, and it is impossible to 
suggest any question T^hich will not 
effect either domestic or foreign rela- 
tions. No matter how a treaty might bo 
framed no nation could bo compelled to 
observe it exce])t by war, and an arbitra- 
tion to bo enforced by war would be a 
farce of the broadest kind. The treaty 
as amended by the United States Senate, 
although it is of greatly reduced value, 
recognizes the principle of arbitration, 
and provides some sort of an arbitration 
tribunal. Tliis is a distinct gain, even 
though the British government may not 
think tho treaty aa ainendod wortli any 
further consideration. A start towards 
a permanent arbitration treaty has been 
made. All the leading public men and 
all the newspapers in the I'liited States 
favor it, and though its consummation in 
satisfactory form has been prevented by 
a lew ijresponsible men in the senate, 
the good result of the negotit tiona will 
he felt, and the future relations of tho 
two governmenta of the two countries 
will be influenced thoreby for all time to 
come.

*Legi8lature Will Be Asked for Pow- 
er to Bonus tlie Selover 
Syndicate. 



'The smelter question has taken an- 
other turn. The city council has adopted 
a report of its special committee sugges- 
ting that the legislature allow the city to 
bonus the Selover syndicate to the ex- 
tent of f 150,000, if the syndicate will put 
up a smelter at Ksqnimalt. This report 
was drawn up after consultation with 
the board of trade committee. The 
!i;150,000 is to be given in three annual 
instalments of $;50,000, if the citizens see 
their way to pass the necessary by-law 
and the legislature allows the course. 
The terms upon which the smelter will 
be erected have been amended, as will 
be seen from the letter of Mr. Wm. Sel- 
over, given below. He aays, in behalf of 
theaydicate: 

" We will agree to construct and 
operate a -lOO-ton plant, to consiat of not 
less than two silver-lead stacks and one 
copper plant, with a ^o to .50- ton refining 
plant for separating the lead from the 
silver and gold, on the following condi- 
tions: That after sasd plant is com- 
pleted we further agree to operate for a 
term of 30 days one or more stacks, to 
demonstrate to you that our plant is 
what ia known as a 400-ton plant. Im- 
mediately thereafter the sum of $50,000 
in cash shall be paid to our trustee, and 
one year from the said test, a further 
sum of ^00,000 shall be paid to the 
trustee, and two years from the date of 
the teat a further and linal payment of 
$50 000 shall be paid to llie trustee, 
making in all a sum of $150,000." 
Mr. Selover has informed the city

PBOVINCIAL LEGISIiATDEB, 

Tbird Session of tbc Seventh Parliament. 

FORTY-THIRD DAY. 

Monday, April 1?., 1897. 
The Speaker took the chair at 2 
o'clock. 

, Prayers were read by the 'Rev. J . P. 
Bette. 

Hon. Colonel Baker introduced a bill 
to amend the Public Scliool Act, 1891 . 

Hon. Mr. Turner introduced a bill to 
amend the Dairy AsBociatioaa Act, 1895. 

Hon. Mr. Turner introduceti a bill to 
'amend the Dairyman's Association Act, 
1894. The three measures were given 
their first reading. 

Mr. Helmcken as a qoestion of privi- 
lege called attention to a paragraph in 
Friday's Colonist, whieh Beemed to him 
to reflect upon the Speaker's ruling in 
the matter of Mr. Cotton's resolution re- 
u'arding the titles to land and the assess- 
ment act. As the matter was involved 
in some doubt, and aa it was of preat 
importance to their (uturc meeting here, 
he would bu much obliged if the Speaker 
would kindly explain the mutter now or 
give a written ruling;. Tlie editorial said 
a wrong application of the rules had 
been made. 

Mr. Speaker said he underfltood tlio 
criticiBin was on the matter of whether 
the main ijueation was debatoable or 
not after a motion to adjourn. He 
would be willing to give a ruling on tlie 
subject, which it might be as well to cir- 
culate among newspapers aa among hon. 
members. 

Later in the afternoon Mr. Cotton 
pointed out that Bourinot was not an 
authority in this house. 

Mr. Speaker said that previous to 
1880 it was quite competent when an 
bon. member moved the adjournment of 
a question to discuss the whole matter, 
but in 18S2 a stringent rule was passed 
prohibiting a discussion on the main 
motion alter a motion to adjourn the de- 
bate. 

Jlr. llelincken drew the attention of 
ttie Premier to the extract in .Siuuhiy's 
Coi.o.NisT from the Kosaland Mining Re- 
view, which characterized the govern- 
ment as robbers and thieves. So far as 
he himself was concerned, lie luul all 
conQdeiice in the Uoiieaty ot each mem- 
ber of the ministry, but he did not think 
it right that such a statement bIiouIiI be 
allowed to go uncontradicteil. 

Hon, Premier Turner said that the 
article wa.s pointed out to him on Satur- 
day and he laughed at it. It did not 
occur to him to take any notice of the

Jlr. Helmcken in moving the resolu- 
tion said he f(;lt that each member took 
peculiar interest in tlie v.'elfaro of the 
Indiana.

The law as it originally stood 
in 18S6 said that any Indian or per- 
son who participated in the 
c^ebration of the potlatch was n 
misdemenant and could be inipriBOned. 
One Indian who was arrested on this 
charge was freed, a magistrate declaring 
that no offence was committeii. The 
Dominion government therefore made 
the law stronger in IS'.iu. Lnst year he 
had dejiutations from chiefs on the mat- 
ter who were much dissatiaiied and dia- 
lieartened over the niatter. He could 
only advise them to keep v.-ithin the 
law. He corresponded with the Domin- 
ion'government on the subject. He had 
again had visits tliis year from cliiela. 
and they jiointed out that unless they 
were allowed to enjoy theniselves there 
might he trouble. The policy of the 
government had always been to treat 
the Indians as rational beings and wo 
ought to give them proper considera- 
tion. No one would attempt to inter- 
fere with our enjoyment of Christmas, 
or the 24th May or" let .Inly, and the In- 
dians should be allowed to enj-iy them- 
selves in their own w:iy. He ilaiiiicil 
that a certain reverend gentleman, who 
had got Indiana heavily fined for celebra- 
ting a potlatch, had a little more zeal 
than discretion. 

Hon. .Mr. Turner said that the matter 
had had a great deal of consideration, 
but it was (inite a Dominion matter. 
The federal aathoritiog had the regula- 
tion of the Indians, and it had been 
ihouglit wise, on tlio advice of niisaion- 
aries, to check the potlatch. He person- 
ally know that potlatches on the Nortli- 
er'i rivers had been prejudicial to the 
(lommunity. The trouble had arisen 
from the indiscriminate supply of liquor. 
If liquor was kept away the potlatch 
would be no trouble at all. 

Hon. Col. Baker said the Indians were 
entirely under the Dominion govt>rn- 
ment. If this resolution was pasaed and 
the law altered the Dominion govern- 
ment might turn round later, should any 
irregahiritiea occur, and throw the onus 
upon the jirovince. 

Mr. Booth was heartily in accoi-d with 
theapiritof the reaohition. He could 
not eyniiiatliize at all with the action of 
the missionaries in getting the potlatch 
etopped. 

Dr. AValkein did not think the pot- 
latches were stopped because of e.xceeses, 
but because of the action of those who 
were Christianizing the Indians, who 
claimed that the celebrations were not 
compatible with the creeds they were 
trying to inculcate. i'utlutchvs had 



been handed down among Indians from 
gene.ration to generation, and tbe prac- 
tice was just as natural to them ast emi(- 
gration was to th6 swallow, It;*waB 
with the obxecC oCiputiing a stop to : pot- 
latch^ as a8Bdbiatl!d''witb heatheniBm 
that tbe 'miBsionaries moved lin the' Bub- 
iect,, His fueling] was that these pot- 
latcbes were not good, but J.'^ P. should 
sHbuld'not have so 'much power in pun- 
ishment entrusted to them. 

Hon, Mr. Eherta had made many in- 
quiries as to whether potlatches were a 
menace to peace. Ho referred to the 
last trouble at Salmon River, and he 
felt that there was a good deal in the 
claim of the hon. member for South Na- 
naimo (Dr. Walkeni) that these jiot- 
latches were very demoralizing. Tlie 
matter was a difhcult one to make laws 
on, but ho had no doubt that the Do- 
minion government had not dealt with 
the matter in the way thev did until 
they had taken a very carefnl opinion 
from the Indian agents. He saw no rea- 
son why the Dominion government 
should not amend the law so that the 
actual potlatch could be carried on, but 
the law should, however, ate]) in and 
jirevent anything demoralizing. The 
missionaries among the Indians were a 
band uf men who had done a great good, 
and we could point with pride to a large 
number of men who were giving their 
time and undergoing privation to allevi- 
ating the condition of tho Indians. 

Mr. Sword felt that there was much 
in what was urged by the Provincial 
Secretary. He also felt that there was 
much in the reaohition and that careful 
iiKjiiiry should be made into tliis matter. 
He therefore moved an amendment, 
seconded by Mr. Ividd, to the ellect that 
an incpiiry shoukl first bo held into the 
uieaniiig of the custom. 

Major .Mutter objected to the amend- 
ment as he thought it might cause de 
lay. He believed the Indians h id great 
cause for delay. Tho missionariea had 
ilone a great deal of good, but they had 
done much harm iu interfering with 
native customs. 

Mr. Helmcken in closing the debate 
gave the hon. member credit for moving 
what he considered was for the good of 
all concerned. He did not, however, 
think there was anything in the Pro- 
vincial Secretary's objections, aa he be- 
lieved the provincial government had 
just aa much a matter of duty in look- 
ing after the Indians as the Duiiiiniou 
government. The Federal ])arliaraent 
was now in seeaion, and he asked that 
the resolution might ba passeil intact, 
60 that it might at once come before them 
at Ottawa. 

Hon. Mr. Martin remarked that in liis 
district before the white men came in 
the Indians never did any harm. The 
Indian had the right to have a jolly good 
time just aa much as the white men, and 
he would heartily support the motion of 
the member for Victoria. 

The amendment was carried by 11 
votes to 13, and the resolution as amend 
ed was then carried. 

Mr. Helmcken moved, and Mr. Hume 
seconded, the following reeolntion : 
'• Whereas, tho establishment of a gov- 
(^riinieiit mint in tbe province of British 
Uolnmbia would be of great advantage, 
commercially and otlierwise: 

Be it therefore resolved, that an 
humble aildrosa be pr(}sentod to Hia 
Honor the Lieutcnant-Ciovernor, rei]ue^ t- 
ing him to communicate with the gov- 
ernment of the Dominion of Canada, 
urging upon that government the desir- 
ability of taking the subject-matter of 
this rcEohition into its early and favor- 
able consideration." 

-Mri Helmcken said that in 1859 a mint 
was first established in the colony of 
Brit'sh Columbia at what was now New 
Westminster. It was established by the 
Imperial government as a result of re- 
Iiresentationa that its establishment 
would keep gold within the province, 
wliich meant the keejiing of people 
within our borders. The same thing 
held now, and aa the matter was a Do- 
minion matter he moved his resolution, 
! [on. Premier Turner was thoroughly 
in accord with the hon. mover of the 
reaohition. lie believed it would cer- 
tainly be a very good thing for liritiah 
Columbia if a mint were established 
here. It carried a great many other 
things with it. He remembered very 
well a mint being established iu Cali- 
fornia and the immense good it at once 
did there. A mint drew attention to a 
country, and more definite information 
was arrived at through- it with respect to 
precious metals than could be obtained 
in any other direction. He was glad to 
support the resolution. 

The resDlntioii was adopted without a 
dissentini; voice. 

Mr. Kennedy moved that his act to 
amend the poison act be placed on the 
orders of the day for sgcond reading on 
Wednesday n(3xt. The motion was lost. 

The "I'ukiiii Milling, Ti'adiiig and 
TruiiBportutic]!! Co. 'a 'i'aku Inlet-Teslin 
L;ike KaiUvay bill was adoptetl and the 
bill was re.id a third tinu:. 

.Mr. iiooth i\i ived ttie fe.-nnil reading 
ot the British Coluaibia Yukon Railway 
bill. Tiiis'was agreed to and tlie house 
went into committee on the measure, 
.M r. Maepherson in the ciiair. The com- 
mittee passed 38 outof the 3!) clauses and 
asked leave to sit again. 

Mr. Foreter as a question of privilege 
claimed that the Rossland .Miner had 
misreprei-ented him in saying that he 
advociUed the increase of tlie mining 
tax duiinu' the ljuilget debate. He had 
done nothing of the yort. 

-Mr. .Mac;i)hei-Kon also complained that 
he had been misrepresented. 

Hon. .Mr. Turner remarked that Imth 
hon, gentlemen seenied to liiin to blaiiu 
tho government for not putting a larger 
tax on mines. 

The house went into committee 
^Ir. Ivellie'a Tramway bill. Progress 
was re))orted. 

Mr. Kellie moved the second reading 
of his Wide Tire hill. 

Mr. Hume-said he did not think wide 
tires should be made compulsory on 
mountain roads. 
Tli(t bill was read a second time. 
Maj'ir Mutter submitted tbe tenth re- 
port of the printing committee. Tbe re- 
port waa received and tbe house ad- 
journed at 1 :U) p.m.

, NEW' BILLS. 

BillC to Amend Dairy Acts and the Public 
School Act Introduced in the 
Assembly. 

Hon. Premier Turner yesterday intro- 
duced in the assembly two bills dealing 
with dairying. The first amends the 
Dairv Associations Act, 1895, providing 
as follows:. An association formed un- 
der the proyiBionB,of .the " Cairy, Associ- 
ations Act, 1895^," for the manufacture 
of cheese or butter, or both, may extend 
its business so aa to include : 

(1.) The keeping of swine, and the 
manufacture and sale of the various pro- 
ducts resulting tlierefrom ; or 

(2.) The dealing iu swine or cattle 
foods for the purpose of supplying such 
foods to the patrons of such association ; 

Provided the ahareholders shall, by a 
vote of a majority of sliareliolders pro- 
Bent in person or by proxy, representing 
at least two-thirds in value of the sub- 
scribed stuck of said company, at a gen- 
eral meeting of the company duly called 
for eonsideiini- the subject, determine 
to extend its business to either or both 
of the said objects. 

The second bill enacts aa follows: 
Sub-section (a) of section 2 of tho Dairy- 
man's Association Act, 180-1, is hereby 
repealed, and the following substituted 
in lieu thereof: 

(a) No such letters patent shall issue 
until the twenty-five petilionera have 
dejiosited with the Mimater of Finance 
and Agriculture a declaration, in which 
each of tlie petitioners shall agree to con- 
tribute yearly, so long as such persons 
shall remain a member of the associa- 
tion, towards the aasucialion a sum of 
not less than one dollar, which declar- 
ation may he in the form following, that 
is to say : 

' \\\\ whoso namea are aubacribed 
hereto, being desirous of forming our- 
selves into an association, to be known 
aa "Tho Dairyman's Asaociation of 
British Columbia," do hereby severally 
agree to pay to the treasurer of the said 
association, yearly, while we continue 
members of the association, tho sum op- 
posite our respective names, and we fur- 
ther agree to conform to the rules and 
by-laws of the said association.' 

Tbe third bill was introduced by Hon. 
Col. Baker, and is to further amend the 
Public School Act, 1891. It repeals sec- 
tion 5 of tho " PublioSehool Act Amend- 
ment .\ct, 1802," and all amendments 
thereto, and the following is aubatituted 
therefor: 5, The board of trustees for 
each city school district sliall he elected 
in the manner hereinafter provided by 
the votes of electors possessing the qual- 
ifications prescribed in section 5 of tho 
"Municipal Elections Act, 18110," for 
electors entitled to vote for mayor; and 
when jireparing, under tlie provisions of 
tho "Jlunicipal Elections Act, 18'JG," 
the annul voters' list in cities where said 
section of said act is not in force, and 
iloea not govern the election of mayor, a 
separate list shall be prepared, and kept 
by the same olBcers at the same time 
and in tbe same manner as the said an- 
nual voters' list, on which aball be plac- 
ed the names of those entitled to vote 
for school trustees, but not for mayor, 

COME IIU.ME TO KOOST. 

Three Honrs and a Half From Scxttle to 
Nannimo. 

Mr. S. M. Mover, of this city, a few 
days ago sent one of his blue rock homer 
pilieons to his brother-in-law iMr. W. 
Ivillinan, at Bay View, Washington, 
about 27 miles northeast of Seattle. 
The arrangement waa that the pigeon 
should be let loo.se at 8 o'clock on Friday. 
.•Vt about 11 :30 o'clock that morning Mr. 
Moyer could see a bird liigh up in the 
air, circling around, and steadily coming 
down towards the earth. At ten min- 
utes to twelve exactly the bird flew into 
the cot very much exhausted. The 
agreed upon message was attached to 
tbe leg of tho bird, showing that the 
pigeon would be liberated at exactly S 
o'clock. In a straight line Bay View is 
about 125 miles from Nanaimo, so that 
the bird made over liO miles an honr. 
This waa tlie first time tho bird had ever 
been taken in that direction and the re- 
sult is highly satisfactory. — Nanaimo 
Pree Press.

li) tlio ceiitor of tlin Qreiit Suit lalin 
in Utah is ;i larj;u body of liiiiil Kiidwh 
as Church i.shuid. Thin liuid consists of 
laountaius iind vanoj.s, with trf.ca and 
vegetation, and has alway.s been ii.sod 
us a herding ground forcattlo bolougiug 
to tho Morixiou cIiqtgIi. Several years 
nno the water on tlio east Hide of tho is- 
land was shallow and cattlo could bo 
I'.rivcii ticrn.ss easily, but now tho wator 
is deep and ovorythiug must bo convoy- 
ed to (uid from the luud in boats. A dis- 
tance of about five miles covered with 
salt wator must bo f,'ono over by canoes 
to ^('t to or from tho island. On tlii.i 
famous split, amid luillioiiH of pijlirans, 
sou gulls and other fowls, wtinders a 
lontdy old man, without clotliinn and 
dovoiil (if liiugnage or any of tlie in- 
stincts of humauity. He was banished 
years ago by the Mormon church on tho 
charge of robljing tho dead. 

Jeaii Baptisto was a I'^rc'iichnnin who 
cnrue to Halt Lake City a young man 
uearly 40 years oga He grew up amon;; 
the saints, and, after marryini;, v.a.s 
mado sexton (if tho small cenictery. His 
duties wt;ro light and liis fi niiH)"rution 
correspondingly small. He rtsided in a 
little cahiu on tho inonntuin Kido ovor- 
looking tlio city, and spent his. time, 
when not emidoyeii in the cemeti ry, in

worn assured ])r(ifcclii(U. 

The little i'lonchinan Wiis an avari- 
cious man and wa.s noticeable becau.so 
of his picking up every cast away nrti- 
clo and canying it to his home. Old 
dry goods boxes, barrels, tin cans and 
other packing articles cast away by tho 
Hdldiers were especially well ctired for 
by .lean Kaiitiste, tlio sexton. Ho dress- 
ed as a scavenger and resembled tho 
mndern saujoii loafer, who i.s always 
searching the slnms for bairels and box- 
es of garliago and ca.st off garments.

(if ever 'jno persons were ftjund in tho 
Iki ;!>e:s and boxtjs stowed iiway in his 

)i; I'.-'; eahin. b'xcit(>inent ran high in 
•S.ilr L.ii.e t 'ity. The boxes of clothing 
\- e:;.^ mjjticd and tlio contents taken to 
t:. ' r-iiy liull, where many a fond moth- 
er iilentilied tho buritd robes of her 
child. Kleg;int silk dre.sses, at that time 
a liixur.v ev. 11 to tho rich, were found in 
the variotis liundles. Tho man was ar 
resti d a;i(l cast into jail, pursued by a 
luob will I sought his life. 

Brighani Young, then governor and 
general dictator in Utah, (jrdered tlie 
man t(J bo branded with a hot iron and 
bani.slied to Church island. During the 
quiet hour of midniglit .loan Baptisti^ 
was taken from the jail, uud his whole 
foreliead was seared with the following 
inscription: "Brtmded For Robbing tho 
Dead.'' Two 111(11 e^coiteil the quiver- 
ing, naked inrni from llie citj' of vengo- 
:ine(^ A canoe was entered near tho 
city, and the doomed prisoner was taken 
in chains to the island whicli in future 
was to bo his home. Without clothing 
cr fond he was lanilcd uiiiin tho shore, 
tho liiiaf returned to the mainland, and 
tho gl-.uul reeiaiiied a Impeli s.- e.xile. He 
could not leave tho island, liecaiiso in- 
stant death would follow sJiould ho bo 
seen by any of tho inhabitants of the 
IVldriiKin land of Zioii. He was forced 
to S'jek food ,',iid' .shelter amid wild ani- 
mals, the birds and rejililes. 

Tho island was soon known as tlm 
land t;f bun ishuieut. People .shunned its 
idiores as lliey would a haunted housi . 
iVIaiiv per.-.i.'iis were lost upon the lake 
while rnwiiig in caniies against heavy 
wiud.s. Till) general supposition of all 
was that those unfortunates drifted to 
thf island and were devoured by the 
Willi man. lOven tho fearless cowlmy 
ever refused to intruile upnntlie 
loune land of the exile. Wild horses 
roam over its acres of broken canyons, 
rugged (dilfs and gra.ssy meadows. The 
sea gulis and other birds Iind a home nu- 
ll is; ui ifd , ui Ihii deserted shores. All 
tl'.e iialives, including Indians, warn 
newciiiueis of the fate of scores of 
pleasure seekers who have been drifted 
upon tho shores of the fated island. Tho 
crags, bhift'8. 'hole ( iveniH and lonely 
canyons warn every h iatuian nearing 
the shore to keep away from the hidden 
dangers. 

lii a (lark cave about half a mile 
from tho Hhoro lives the wild man. His 
home is strewn with tho wrecks of 

boats, bones of victims and other oan- 
nilialistic indications. Away back in 
the lit fp darkness of tho cavern is his 
sleeping jilace, mado of clothing strip- 
ped fnini unfortunate victims shiji- 
wreeked iiii the fatal slinro. A collection 
(if leaves, grasse's and branches from tho 
trees of I ho island forms tho foundation 
for t!ie lied, in which this human mon- 
stin- spc'iils most of his tiiiio. fcSever'al 
luiiiters and explorers have recently 
vii'Nved the mini. Bo is described as old, 
stooping, do.stitute of clotiiiug, ineajia- 
blo of sjieech and covered with long 
hair. Upon liie aiipearance of man ho 
utters a wild, weird .shriek and rushes 
to the cuveru, from which ho cannot bo 
induced or forced to return. — San I'rau- 
ahx-o ExamiMer.

To THE Editor : — In view of the enon 
eous impresBionB that pre^'ailcoocerning 
the object of the school by-law to !» sub- 
mitted for the assent of the electors to- 
morrow- i. e. : that the money is for 
Iligli school purposes — the undoisigned 
members of the scliool board were in 
Btructed to piiblislithe reasons wliich in- 
duced the board to ask for the sum of 
■i!17,000. The intention of the board ia 
to remodel the Boy'a Central echool 
building, making only such chiingea or 
additions to the High Bchool as may be 
rendered necessary by such remodelling 
The school building was erected in 187; 
and it is said to have coasiated then of 
two large rooms only. Since that date 
changes have been made at various 
times, apparently without regard to any 
system or plan, and all of which would 
appear tb have tended rather to increase 
than diminish the defects in the ventila- 
tion, lighting and beating of the build- 
ing. 

The absence of any Bystem o( ventila 
tioii and the iiuule(iuatb heating facilities 
render it impoaaible without reiiioilellini; 
tlio whole interior i)lan of the building 
to make it a proper place for receiving 
the luiiidredB of boys who attend. The 
standard requirements of the modarn 
school room, such as those of tlie Xortli 
Ward and South Park ecliool buildings, 
are sixteen square feet of door Burfiicc, 
and 240 cubit feet of air apace per pupil 
This presupposes that the air in the 
rooms is changed several timea every 
hour by a proper system of ventilation 
In its care for the pablic health the 
corporation of the city of Victoria has 
enacted as follows: ''No person shall 
let or occupy, or sufier to be occ.ipied, 
as a dwelling or lodgingr, any room -which 
does not contain at all tiniea at leai 

cubic feet of space for eaoli person 
occupying the same," and the trustees 
feel ius'.ilied in assuming that a like cure 
is intended to be shown for the preser 
vation of the health of thecbildren while 
attending school. 

In the Boys' Central si;hool no room 
comes up to any of the above require- 
ments. The lloor space in iiiaiiy cases 
talis as low as ten equiire feet per jnipil 
and the cubic air space na low as UiO 
cubic feet per pupil. To these serious 
defects must be adtled tlie total absence 
of any system of ventilation i combined 
with a very inadequate beating system 
having only we understand about half 
the reciuisite capacity. 

At present there is one large room re- 
ceiving only borrowed light from other 
rooms. The only means of air supply 
to this room is from tbe corridor, and 
the adjoining rooms, which in tlieiii- 
selves are iusufiiciently ventilated. 

It is to rectify these defects that the 
school hoard is now asking for the loan 
of .'i;l7,()00 with which to reniore the 
whole of the iiiU^rior partitions and di- 
visions on both floors of the buihliiig, 
and rearrange the same so ag to secure 
better liybt ami good ventilation, with 
proper air space and room tloor. 

Many complaints from teachers, par- 
ents and pupils are made, which are di- 
rectly due to the imperfect heating and 
ventilation of these rooms as above de- 
tailed. 

It is not the intention of tlie board at 
the present time to make any expendi- 
ture on the High school building, ex- 
cept what may be necessary, and in- 
itlental to the carrying out of the gen- 
eral improvements to the lioja' Central 
Bchool builiiing, and to secure the pro- 
jier accijiiiniodation of all pupils attend- 
ing the two schools. 

In all matters the board has endeavor- 
(1 to keep the cost of p<iucali(jii a.< low 
as is consiHtent witli elliciency, and in 
this matter, which the ralcpiiyers have 
t'j decide, tiie board feels it ia onl y carry- 
ing out that duty iniposeii on it by llif 
school act, viz., " to provide sufhcienl 
school accommodation," and in doing 
so conserve the health of the children 
tittending. 

ft is in view of the above facts that 
the board feels warranted in asking the 
assent of the ratepayers to the proposed 
by-law, tlie health of our eliitdren being 
paramount.

They 
were still too far away to give or take a 
line, and so for hours they labored in 
and out of the cliill water, to throw to 
those on hoard a thin hshline to which 
they attached a little piece of stone. 

Time and again tncae aboard saw 
them dashed on the rocks by the fierce 
waters ; as often as they were defeated 
"in their heroic work, until finally the 
line was caught in. those c.ist to meet it 
from the vessel, plentifully provided 
with flsb-hooks. To pass a stauncher 
line was then an easy matter, and this 
being made fast to a jutting spur of rock 
by the friendly Indians, a life line was 
(juiokly run from the jigger rigging, and 
all hands left the ship, saving nothing 
exce;)t what lliey stood in. 

In tbe afternoon the wreck was seen 
from the lighthouse, and Mi. Daykin 
promptly litiiitetl up the unlucky crew, 
and provided them with food and shelter, 
afterwards conveying them to Victoria

The fil-ton American schooner Fischer 
Brothers, of Neah Bay, wliich was built 
in ''Jll and registered at Port Townsend 
on the '.)tb of February last, is now 
port, a captive in the custody of Col- 
lector Milne, who, if he finds the charge 
against her substantiated, is at liberty to 
fine her as much aa ifiSOO. She sailed 
into port yesterday morning, a prize of 
James S. Seeley, of the provincial police, 
wiio had seized her at Xootka five days 
ago. In bis statement of the case to 
(.Aillector Milne, officer Seeley states 
I'lat the vessel was endeavoring 
t 1 obtain Indian hunters and 
was olfering them higher wages than 
they could obtain from Canadian ves- 
sels. Tills inloruiatioii verities some the 
collector had alreatiy in his possession, 
and explains in no small degree how 
Victoria vessels meet with diiliculty in 
dealing witli _^tlie Coast natives. The 
Xeah Bay Iiitirans are continually in cor- 
respondence with the tribes across the 
line, ,md, being frrendly with them, the 
American ski])i>er9 often throw out big 
inducements, and frequently succeed in 
taking the pick of the Island hunters oU' 
to sea with them. With so large a coast- 
line to watch over it is impossible for 
the collector to deal with every offender. 
So, doing the best he can, he waits 
in silence for some vessel tobeapiire- 
liended and then makes it interesting 
for her. In the present instance the 
vessel bears a had name, that lias been 
given her by Rev. Father Brabadt, who 
acts as aliipjiing agent at Nootka, The 
place ia not a port of entry, and ciunot 
be visited by foreigners except in cases 
of stress of weather or other unavoidable 
circumstances. Lut it is on this plea 
that Capt. Goiigie James is basing his 
defence. This, however, has not been 
given in full yet, for although he 
came before tbe collector yes- 
terday afternoon, the latter, in or- 
ior to give him every opportunity 
if milking himself right in the eyes of 
the law, postponed the hearing of the 
e until 11 o'clock this morning, which 
breathing spell will allow James to con- 
salt the American consul if he so de- 
sires. The collector has, however,a very 
strong case made out against the 
schooner. In the llrst place she cleared 
from Seattle on a sealing expedition with 
a crew of twenty-nine men, and of these 
only twenty are now nci'ounted for. To 
Hfccoiiil charge, that of entering a 
place other than a jiort of entry Jami s 
jileads stress of weather and the necet- 
eity of repairs as his excuse, ilo states, 
or tbe navigating ofHcers of his craft 
states, that the Fischer Brothers en- 
tered Nootka in a storm and with a 
broken bowsprit.
